Sheriff Veale Now Fully Convinced 


of Truth of Messengers' Story

The hat -worn by one of the robbers ' 


who held up John Daly 
and Frank 


Roche on the high road between Rich- 
mond and Oakland, and took 510,000 
of the Central 
Bank's (money 
from 


them, has been found. 


The hat is a broad brimmed, wide 


fedora, and was found by P. G. Ander- 


son, 
about a mile and a half 
from 


where the highwaymen tied the Daly 
rig after .driving into West Berkeley. 


The hat has been identified by both 


Daly and Roche as that worn by the 
shorter and stouter of the two rob- 
bers when the daring: hold-up at Dutch 


Cut, near Stege, took place. 


The hat is quite large, size 7 1-8, 


and has been worn some time. It is 
of good material and appears to be of 
a Stetson make. There are no initials 
on the hat band, but notwithstanding 
this fact, the officers working on the 
hold-up case think that 
it 
should 


prove, a good clue. 


The. 
hat was found on Sacramento 


street, near Peralta Hall, lying in the 
grass on the right hand side of the 
road. This proves the theory held by 
the officers that the robbers 
drove 


into "West Berkeley, not 
down 
San 


Pablo avenue, but through the Chris- 
tiana Tract. The country thereabouts 
is sparsely settled, and this accounts 
for the fact that no one, so far as 
can be learned, saw the. men-driving 
into town. 


It is the theory of the- police that 


while driving at breackneck speed the 
hat was blown from the head of the 
highwayman, and that he was either 
too excited or afraid to stop and pick 
it up. 


The detectives Iiave been informed 


of the find by Marshal Kerns, and are 
now looking for any person who may 
have seen the 
bareheaded 
man 
in 


West Berkeley on Monday. The hat 
stores are also being visited in an 
effort to find the place where the rob- 
ber purchased new headgear to sup- 
ply the hat he lost. 


INTEREST IN HUNT. 


Interest in the hunt after the rob- 


bers who held up J. E. Daly and Frank 
Hoche near Stege last Monday morn- 
ing and ma.de away with $10,000 con- 
tinues unabated.

VEALE'S CONFIDENCE. 


"There is no doubt of the straight- 


forwardness of Miss Perry's 
tale," 


said Sheriff Veale today. I aeri satis- 
fled she is telling what she saw. I do 
not know what the papers have pub- 
lished as coming from her. but I know 
that she told me a story that was en- 
tirely reasonable. The scene of 
the 


robbery Is within sight of her home, 
and what transpired there would be 
within vision, with the aid 
of 
the 


field glass which she used. I verified 
this by looking through the glass my- 
self. 


"The girl has not manufactured the 


story out of what she has heard 
or 


read. I am satisfied of that fact, be- 
cause of the manner in which 
the 


story reached my ears. How did I 
learn of it. I learned of it through 
Assemblyman Ells of Contra 
Costa 


county, who is a friend of mine. Al- 
most at the moment of the hold-up, 
Mr. Ells was sitting in my office 
at 


Martinez. He had come on the train, 
a short time before that from Stege, 
to attend the inquest of a man who 
had been killed by a train at the very 
crossing of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road at which the hold-up took place 
a few days before. 


RETICENSE CAUSES ESCAPE. 
"This girl spoke to no person about 


what she had seen until she informed 
Mr. Ells of the fact after his return 
from Martinez. If she had given an 
alarm it would have been impossible 
for the robbers to escape detection.

District Judge J. 
Oris Humphrey 


charged the jury to "present no one 
from envy, hatred or malice, nor to 
leave any one unpresented for fear, 
favor, affection, reward or. hope 
of 


reward." 


The charge to the jurors was. de- 


livered in a most impressive 
man- 


manner and was listened to with deep 
interest. Judge Humphrey said: 


"This body stands between the upright 


and honest citizen and the malicious ac- 
.cuser. You are savers of reputations, as 
well as the body from which the honest 
accuser obtains just inquiry." 


Continuing, Judge Humphrey said: 
"I call your attention particularly to 


the statute which prohibits and fixes a 
penalty for combinations in restraint of 
trade, 
the 
interstate 
commerce laws 


and their various branches. 


"While you are not selected to try the 


guilt or innocence of the accused in or- 
der to justify a true bill, you will have 
such evidence to, if 
unexplained and 


contradicted,' wouid satisfy your minds 
of the frailt-cf the accused.

"You 
are not to disclose to any person 


or at any time the secrets of your de- 
liberations. . Reputation Is the greatest 
earthly inheritance. The mere fact.that 
some person's ^name is before you as be- 
ing accused of crime would blacken the 
reputation', even though you might not 
return a true bill. No human being has 
a right to know and you are not to 
disclose to any human being the secrets 
of your deliberations.

MRS. STANFORD'S REMAINS 


GUARDEDAT HOME 


No One is Allowed to Enter Grounds 


Surrounding the Palo Alto 


Mansion. 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, 
March 


22.—Beautiful in its simplicity is the 
tribute of loyalty and sorrowing af- 
fection that is being paid by the stu- 
dents of Stanford University 
to 
the 


memory of Mrs. Stanford, 
while the 


body rests for the last time in the 
beautiful Palo Alto mansion. 
A cloud 


of gloom and sorrow hovers over the 
entire community, and the campus is 
silent in respect for the beloved bene- 
factress. 


University work has been brought to 


an end until after the funeral. 
The 


class rooms and laboratories are closed 
and the quadrangle is deserted, except 
by the groups of tourists who wander 
about the buildings, curiously com- 
menting on the death of the founder 
ot the univemty. 
The large dormi- 


tories, the fraternity homes and soror- 
ity houses have their flags at 
half 


roast and the buildings are all draped 
Jn black- 


Around the Palo 
Alto 
residence, 


•where the body of Mrs. Stanford lies, 
everything is silent, and only the im- 
mediate friends and relatives of the 
dead womsLii are allowed to enter the 
sorrow-stricken home. With the body, 
-whicf lies in t6.» great drawing-room, 
are the members of the family and a 
few close friends who mourn tbe loss 
of the beloved friend. 
The huge iron 


sates at ±ae entrance of the tree-shel- 
tered avenue to the mansion are lo.fe- 
ed and the grounds are carefully pa- 
trolled by guards to prevent camera 
fiends and the cnrious public from en- 
tering the estate. This order will be 
maintained until Friday morning, when 
the remains will be removed to 
the 


Memorial Church. At no time will the 
body actually lie to state for the gen- 
eral public to view. The funeral will 
take place Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


Dr. Jordan this morning- had noth- 


ing new to say in regard to his opin- 
ion on the case. He said: "I thought 
from the outset that Mrs. Stanford 
died a natural death, but I went to 
Honolulu prepared to be convinced of 
the contrary. I was not, and think I 
never shall be. I admit that the Po- 
land water incident is not yet suffi- 
ciently explained, but I am still in- 
clined to hold-to my first impression, 
namely, that it was a mistake of some 
kind." 


Captain of Detectives Burnett an- 


nounced this morning that the depart- 
ment would probe the Stanford pois- 
oning mystery to the end. The police 
have rejected the theory of private 
detectives that the first attempt to 
poison Mrs. Stanford in this city on 
January 14th, was merely a plot to 
win 
her favor. There arc circum- 


stances that cannot be explained away, 
and the authorities are prepaid to act. 


Judgr S. .P. Leib of San Jose, vice- 


president of the Stanford boarr" of 
trustees, states that he was not aware 
that suspicion rested on any one, but 
no arrest would be made until after 
Sirs. Stanford's funeral. lie admitted 
having soml conversation with some 
of the partitd who have returned from 
Honolulu, but as he had not conferred 
with the police he would make no more 
definite statement. 


The official records, both here and at 


Honol<_a, must read forever thaf Tane 
Lathrop Stanford died from stryx,anine 
poisoning. The burial permit, uled in 
this city and at Palo Alto, so declares. 
The 
detectives 
who returned from 


Honolulu, however, have reported that 


Mrs. Stanford's death -was due to nat- 
ural causes, in their opinion, and the 
department is willing to accept their 
declarations. 
•••While I believe that Mrs. Stanford 


died from natural causes," said Captain 
Burnett 
this 
morning, "there yet re- 


mams the poisoning in this city, and we 
shall continue at work on it. I do not 
believe that 
the Poland water was 


poisoned 
with strychnine after 
Mrs 


Stanford drank of it and before it was 
taken to the chemist for analysis." 


Captain Burnett said that Miss Bertha 


Berner, Mrs. Stanford's secretary, would 
be examined by him after the funeral. 
He expects to receive a letter which 
was written by the 
former butler, E. 


Beverley, to Miss Berner after Bever- 
ley's dismissal from the Stanford ser- 
vice 
The letter ends with this signifi- 


cant statement: 


"I cannot forgive the treachery." 
Miss Earner's statement to the detec- 


tives has been given out. It was pre- 
pared while en route to this city and 
in the presence of Detectives Reynolds 
and Callundan, Dr. Jordan and Mr. Hop- 
kins. 
In it she admits having leceived 


commissions from Beverley, but declares 
she did so with the knowledge and con- 
sent of Mrs. Stanford, 
to whom 
she 


turned over the money, about 51,500 m 
all. At her home in Palo Alto last even- 
ing the young woman said she could not 
discuss the case. 


TESTIMONY DIFFERS. 


The statement secured from Miss Ber- 


ner by the detectives differs from the tes- 
timony given at the inquest, in which she 
said the muscles of Mrs. Stanford became 
rigid, and that she was seized with vio- 
lent spasms. In the statement to the de- 
tectives she says: 


"When I first entered the room Mrs. 


Stanford was standing in the doorway, 
holding on to the door frame, but her 
voice trembled. There were no twitch- 
ings or jerkings of the head or limbs 
when she had her last spasm. There was 
a rigidity stealing over her body, which 
was the only noticeable change at any 
time during the evening. She did not 
seem to die in pain. 
She passed away 


peacefully. 
She held my hand securely 


without struggling. 
There was no gasp- 


ing for air, but she exclaimed 'Oh" re- 
peatedly. She complained of her Jaws set- 
ting. I offered her warm water to drink. 
There was no contraction of the Jaws. lor 
I undertook to rub her iaws to make 
them more pliable, and took her face be- 
tween my hands and her skin was soft 
and smooth. I rubbed her face and put 
up a glass of water to her mouth and 
she drank it and I said to her: 
'Mrs. 


Stanford, your Jaws are not set.' 
She 


was frightened to death when I came. 
May remarked it and said: 'Mrs. Stan- 
ford, do not be frightened.1 


"Mrs. 
Stanford was trembling most 


pitifully, trembling way through. She 
had her arm over my shoulders and I 
slipped my arm about her body and she 
was trembling like a. child. Mrs. Stanford 
said, 'Bun for a doctor,' which was the 
first thing she said to me. I ran down 
the hall, and so did Mr. Heunisch 
He 


was going to the office, so I went around 
to the elevator to get a boy to get Dr. 
Hutnphris. Mr. Heunisch remarked that 
they were all startled out of their wits 
He appeared in his night clothes and 
spoke to the bartender. 
It was twenty 


minutes after 11. 


THE DEATH SCENE. 


"The death occurred before 12 o'clock 


Her hands were clenched tightly. Limp- 
ness came on in her neck and her neck 
was inclined to one side, and I disengaged 
one hand and her head rested on my 
hand. It fell and I supported it. Dr. 
Humphris and Dr. Murray placed Mrs. 
Stanford's body on the bed. I collapsed 
I do not know whether the body was stiff 
when they took it out of the chair. Dr 
Humphris asked May for a handkerchief 
to tie up Mrs. Stanford's jaw 
While Mrs. 


Stanford was passing away her teeth and 
jaws were not set 
Her face was moving, 


for she said, 'Oh, oh, oh!' and puckered 
her lips to do it. 


"I saw Mrs. Stanford's body on the bed 


within five minutes after 
she 
passed 


away. 
The position of Mrs. Stanford, 


after being placed in bed, was no different 
than while she was living." 


SUSPECT 


ARRESTED 


Believe Prisoner 


An Assault on 


Little Girl, 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 22.—Captain 


of Detecties Burnett is certain that the 
brutal fiend who attacked seven-year-old 
Alice Armstrong in the basement ol a 
vacant house in this city on Monday last 
is in custody in Vallejo. The man under 
arrest gives the name of Frank Thomas; 
admits that he Is a resident of this city; 
his description tallies exactly with that 
given by the little girl or her assailant, 
and Captain Burnett has sent Detective 
Wren to Vallejo in Quest of the prisoner 
He will return with his man this after- 
noon. 
Thomas arrived in Vallejo yesterday 
afternoon. 
The police of that city had 
been advised to keep a sharp lookout for 
the assailant of little Alice Armstrong, 
and were .in. possession of a description 
of the man. He had not been in town 
long when he was lounded up as a sus- 
pect and locked in the city jail. He de- 
nted that he had ever had anything to 
do with an attack upon a little girl in 
this city, but he could not satisfactorily 
explain the presence of mud on his cloth- 
ing, and as he answered ihe description 
of the man wanted so well, and as the 
child claimed that his clothing was very 
muddy when h^ left her lying on the 
basement floor, the Chisf of Police of 
Vallejo decided to hold him and com- 
municate with the local authorities, 
Thomas, the man in custody, is about 
Ihirty-two years of age and weighs about 
145 pounds. 
HQ has a sandy mustache 
and dark hair, and when taken into 
custody he wore a short tan-colored box 
overcoat and a sack suit of some dark 
material. He says hla room is at Second 
and Natoma streets in this city and that 
he is a wire worker by occupation, but 
has been out of employment for some 
time. 
The physician attending little Alice 
Armstrong advised the police this morn-

He says that Nolan's accusation is simply the outcome of chagrin and 


vindictiveness. 
Jimmy declares that he is his own matchmaker and eaya he will donate a large sum to charity if 


Nelson can prove that any representative of his made overtures for a crooked contest with Nelson, H. says more- 
over that he will never box Nelson while Nolan directs affairs for th. Dan.. 


The statements of Nolan, Jimmy Britt and Willie Britt appear below. 


BY BILLY BRITT. 


Anybody with half an eye can see 


through Nolan's attempt to throw dis- 
credit upon my brother and myself. 
Nolan's character is of such a nature 
that were it not for the Intervention of 
several of his friends I would have 
never allowed him to talk to me about 
a return match between Nelson and 
Britt. Nolau is a cheap, disgruntled, 
tinhorn sport. His charge that I want- 
ed Nelson to lay down to Britt is ab- 
surd. In the flrst place I don't do busi- 
ness that way. During ray career as a 
manager I have always been on the 
level. And should ever I fall from grace 
I hope to have sense enough not to 
put myself in the hands of a crook 
like Nolan, or make overtures to a dub 
like Nelson. 


Nolan signed articles with me for a 


return match between Britt and Nelson 
and after Nelson defeated Corbett. the 
second time he probably came to the.

Jimmy. 


His talk about Jabez White is In line 


with his absurd attack on me. Nolan 
knows more about pulling off crooked 
gambling jobs In small towns than he 
does about dabbling into the boxing 
business. 


Nelson made his reputation by de- 


feating boxers that Jimmy had already 
pummeled into submission. Billy No- 
lan is sirnply, by this sort of talk, try- 
Ing to hoodwink the public into the 
belief that Nelson wa.s anxious for a 
return match. Had not Jabez White, 
the champion ,of, England, arrived in 
this country Nelson would probably 
have made a^show of keeping hig con- 
tract and at the last minute crawl out 
of the match.

surely be acquitted.

According to O'Reilly the defense will 


be able to prove these

In his possession on June 3, while at 
the Sheepshead Bay racetrack. The 
alleged murder occurred on June 4.

afternoon of June 3 took a pistol away 
from his wife. 


Fourth — That Mrs. Young owned 


32 -caliber revolver. 


Fifth — That 
In "Caesar" Young's 


trunk, sent to England on the morn- 
ing of the shooting and afterward re- 
turned to this country, were found a 
large number 
of. 32-callber revolver 


cartridges. 


Besides this, O'Retlry says that new 


witnesses have been found who will 
swear that J. Morgan Smith, "Nan" 
Patterson and her sister 
left, the 


Sheepshead Bay racetrack on the very 
last train and after Young's racing 
partner had left -the track.- 


"It 'Nan' Patterson is ever placed 


on trial again — and I have very serious

In 
fact, it was at his suggestion that the 
case was submitted to the jury with- 
out argument. The jury took but one 
ballot, returning a verdict of burgla- 
ry in the first degree after only a few 
minutes' deliberation. 


When the verdict was announced 


Kennedy waived time and asked for 
sentence' immediately. 'He got it— 
forty-five years . in Folsom. The case 
is one of the shortest criminal cases 
on record . It occupied but half a day.

The Stanford Poisoning Hoax. 


After a thorough investigation the San Francisco detectives have 


•«sandoned the theory that Mrs. Stanford was murdered. 
Detective 


Reynolds o£ the Police Department agrees with Dr. Jordan that 
death resulted from 
natural 
causes, 
while Captain Callundan 


of Morse's Agency contents himself with saying that the evidence 
presented at the Coroner's inquest did not justify the verdict of mur- 
der. It is clear from what he says that he is convinced Mrs. Stanford 
either died a natural death or was accidentally poisoned. As his in- 
vestigation with respect to what occurred at Honolulu is completed, 
he evidently believes there is nothing left to be cleared up. 


It is plain now that the poison theory was built up largely on 


symptoms and assumptions reinforced by the tattle of jealous and 
grafting servants. 
The Honolulu physicians went off half-cocked, 


and have continued to stand by an exploded theory because of obstin- 
acy and professional pride. 


The superficial symptoms when Mrs. Stanford died strongly in- 


dicated strychnine poison, and the presence of minute particles of 
strychnine in the bi-carbonate of soda strengthened the impression 
that death was caused by poison. But no poison was found in the 
stomach, and the condition of the organs did not indicate the action 
of poison. Furthermore, Miss Berner, the Secretary, partook of the 
soda without suffering any evil effects. 
Finally, there was not enough 


strychnine in the whole bottle of soda to make a health/ person seri- 
ously ill let alone cause death. 


The absence of motive, taken in connection with the established 


facts, seems to be conclusive in disposing of the murder theory. 
The 


theory of accidental poisoning is scarcely more tenable. In fact, there 
is no positive evidence going to show that death resulted from other 
than natural causes. Investigation leads to the conclusion that no 
attempt was ever made on Mrs. Stanford's life, though interested per- 
sons endeavored to make believe so. 
Mrs. Stanford was up and 


around the day after drinking the Poland water in San Francisco. 
The chemist found enough poison in the bottle from which she drank 
to kill twenty men. The conclusion is irresistible that the poison was 
placed in the bottle after Mrs. Stanford was taken ill in order to create 
the impression that an attempt had been made on,her life. It has all 
the look of clumsy expedient on the part of some revengeful servant 
to cast doubt and suspicion on some other member of the household. 
Apparently Miss Berner was the object of the malicious scheme—it 
can hardly be called a plot. 


Dr. Jordan intimates that he has other disclosures to make tend- 


ing to cast further light on the matter, but will defer doing so till he 
has made a report to Mountford Wilson, Mrs. Stanford's attorney. 
The public will await what he has to say with interest, because gen- 
eral respect will be felt for his judgment and fairness. If Mrs. Stan- 
ford were really the victim of four play, Dr. Jordan^ would have the 
strongest of incentives for ferreting out the crime and bringing the 
murderer to punishment. His attitude, therefore, is suggestive of a 
well-grounded conviction on his part that the whole poison business is 
a hoax.

A Rather Weak Defense, 


It is now stated in defense of Kuropatkin that he did not want 


to fight the series of battles' which ended with the capture of Muk- 
den and the loss of Tie Pass, but only did so in obedience to the 
popular clamor in Russia. It is quite likely that popular clamor at 
home did urge the Russian commander to hazard a battle when he 
felt doubtful of his ability to cope with Oyama, but granting all that, 
it is difficult to see how he could have avoided the battle without 
abandoning his positions in the Shakhe and Hun rivers and retiring 
north of Mukden. 


The Japanese were the aggressors. Kuropatkin did not move 


against them; on the contrary, they assaulted his lines and engaged 
in a double turning movement on both flanks. He was therefore 
compelled to either fight or retire. Had he abandoned his strongly 
fortified positions without giving battle he would have been in great- 
er disgrace with his countrymen than he is today. He was outgen- 
eraled and beaten as it was, but he made a stubborn and far from 
inglorious fight to drive back his desperate foe. 
, 


Possibly Kuropatkm may have thought the wisest thing to do 


was to; retire slowly northward fighting and harassing the Japanese 
at every favorable point and opportunity, inflicting a maximum of 
punishment with a minimum of loss to his own army, but it is cer- 
tain that such a course would have been condemned by the St. Pet- 
ersburg War Office and execrated as cowardly by the Russian popu- 
lace. He was there, with a great army, to fight, not run away. If 
he could not drive Oyama back, he was at least to hold the Jap- 
anese army in check. He fought because he had to fight, and re- 
treated to avoid still greater disaster than a defeat in the field. His 
greatest mistake seems to have been in allowing his antagonist to 
choose his own time and point of attack. 
In other words, he left 


all initiative to the Japs, who made their attacks so skillfully that 
he could not distinguish feints from bona fide assaults. 


The news that Grover Cleveland has the gout is evidence that 


there is life enough left in the Democratic party for it to have a sore 
toe. 


The newspapers of Stockton are insisting that the University 


farm should be located in San Joaquin county. The Woodland 
journals are equally insistent that it should be located in Yolo coun- 
ty.

Berkeley, and there will be a continuous agitation for a removal of 
the Agricultural College to the farm. Therefore, if the "claims" of 
cither San Joaquin or Yolo are conceded the groundwork will be laid 
for a scheme to disrupt the University by rending from it the Agri- 
cultural College and the laboratories connected'with it.

cantage.

How to Encourage Manufacturers. 


New Orleans affords an'instructive example for Oakland. With 


a view to encouraging manufacturers to locate there and erect indus- 
trial plants, the city has, by'ordinance, relieved all new manufactur- 
ing plants from municipal taxation till 1910. The effect has been to 
greatly 'stimulate the manufacturing industry of the Crescent City. 


When the people of Atlanta, Georgia, set out to make their city 


a manufacturing center, they exempted all manufacturing plants 
from taxation for five years. 
The effect was magicalv All sorts of 


industrial enterprises located there, and in consequence Atlanta has 
today a more varied line of manufactures than any other Southern 
city. It produces an immense variety of commodities ranging from 
wire fencing to patent medicines. 
_/ 


These are examples Oakland might imitate with profit. If new 


establishments were exempted from local taxation during the ex- 
perimental stage of their existence^ the growth of industrial enter- 
prise in this city would be greatly stimulated. The mere announce- 
ment of the fact would attract wide attention to Oakland. The city 
would be advertised as cordially inviting enterprise to come within 
her gates. 
Manufacturers all over the country would inquire into 


Oakland's other advantages as a manufacturing center. 


As a rule, tax exemptions are not to be viewed with favor, but 


in this instance the exemption will draw to us property and business 
which we do not now possess, but which in a few years will figure on 
our assessment roll. The suggestion is certainly worth the attention 
of our commercial bodies.

EAGERLY AWAIT ECLIPSE 


Astronomers Are Soon to Settle 


Mooted Point of interest 


to Many, 


BERKELEY, " March 
22. — Director 


Campbell of the Lick Observatory ad - 1 
vanced the opinion in a lecture delivered 
before Professor Leuschner's class at the 
University that the total eclipse of the 
sun. which is to take place on August 'JO 
of this year, will be the means of finally 
settling the much disputed question as to 
whether the planet Mercury is the near- 
est of the sun's neighbors, or whether 
there exist one or more smaller planets 
revolving within the Mercurial orbit. Di- 
rector Campbell asserted that 'the ap- 
proaching eclipse would offer the best op- 
portunity to be presented for at least n. 
generation for studying many important 
astronomical problems. 
The lecturer explained that the orbit 
of Mercury has been found subject to cer- 
tain disturbances, which cou'ld best be ac- 
counted for on the hypothesis of one or 
more intra-Mercurial planets. He said in 
part: 
"Such planets, if at all in existence, 
would only be visible in a darkened sky 
supplied by a total eclipse of the sun. The 
recent application of photographic meth- 
ods to astronomy has . greatly increased 
he efficiency with which a search of this 
cind can be undertaken. A photograph of 
the portion of the sky where the eclipse 
will take place is secured several months 
n advance. This is then compared sec- 
.ion by section with a similar photograph 
aken at the instant of the eclipse. New 
bodies that appear on the second plate, if 
not due to defects on the plate itself, 
must represent inter-Mercurial bodies.

In a lecture to be delivered In the Stu- 
dents' Observatory at 9 o'clock Saturday 
morning, Director Campbell -will conclude 
the subject of "Modern 
Eclipse Prob- 
lems" by discussing the astrophysicn.1 
questions that the coming eclipse will 
help to solve, especially dwelling on the 
opportunity that will be given for study- 
ing the spectrum of the sun's edge.

theories as to his identity.

incurred the displeasure of Louis XIV 
and was placed in confinement in tho 
Bastile by -that powerful- prince. -Th« 
popular mind has changed the -mask 
from velvet, as it really was, to on» 
of iron, which is more dramatic. Th» 
man died in the Bastile and his- story 
has been variously treated, Alexandra 
Dumas and others contributing- to his 
fame."

Exchange met last 


night In the absence of President Jonas, 
who is in the East, Viee President A. tt 
SebJueter aceupied the chair: She direb* 
tors teotj up the garbage quastlpn again 
».nd Secretary Wilbur VTa&et made tha 
committee, report He eatdi 
"Tour vlee creslaenl. and myself vlsllofl 
the Works of the Pacifls Incinerating 
Company *la afternoon B.nd found It to 
be all that the company elalms far It 
We found that only' one-half ol tho plant 
was being used. Tho plant 14 gertalnly 
capable of doing tho work. 
"The oia.lm made by tho Incinerating 
company that the garbage was improperly 
segregated is well founded, for we oould 
see In the furnace tin oana and other In- 
combustible material. 
"We found that there Is nfc pdor com- 
ing from the plant; the only odor that wo 
could find was from tho garbage' dump of 
the former scavengers. 
"There is a misunderstanding In the 
minds of a great many people. The ordi- 
nance defines garbage yiainjy. It provides 
for what is to be burned and what is not 
to he cremated. The pile that baa ac- 
cumulated on the grounds is made up of 
shavings, tin cans and papers, and this 
has given rise to considerable unwar- 
ranted criticism against the company, it 
is a mistake that the company is dump- 
ing garbage that is offensive on their 
property. 
The only objection that could 
be raised is that It is unsightly. It seems 
to me that the company cculd better its 
service In the collection of garbage and 
aid the people." 
Vice President Schlueter stated that he 
agreed in the report of Secretary Walker", 
and said that it would -be a benefit both 
to the people and to the company. 
It was his opinion 
that 
the 
people 
should take more care in the segregation 
of garbage. It would be a good thing for 
the company to send put -3, circular ex^ 
plaining the ordinance and the segrega- 
tion of garbage. 
Director Gier said that he was satisfied 
with the' report of the committee, but 
that he personally knew of serious illness 
that had resulted from the negligence of 
the company to take the garbage from the 
homes of the people. 
All complaints on the matter wlU be 
gladly received by thb Exchange, and a' 
communication will be sent to the com- 
pany asking that some definite move ba 
ma.de towards a down town office and the 
printing of circulars explaining the ordi- 
nance and the proper segregation of waste 
matter. 
Ralph Harrison, a Supervisor of Contra. 
Costa, county, answered the letter to the 
Exchange in reference to the Improve- 
ment of the Tunnel road. He said that 
the Contra Costa county board would do 
all that could be done in keeping up the 
roa4, but that there was very little money 
in the treasury for road improvements. 
H« stated that an effort was being made 
to have the residents along the road do 
some road work and was in a fair way to 
have it done. 
Pirector Gler made a speech on the 
Tunnel road and its 'benefits, both to Ala- 
meda and to Contra Costa counties. Ho, 
with 
Secretary 
Walker 
and Director 
Sohst, were appointed a committee to so 
to Martinez and address the Contra Costa 
Supervisors at their next meeting. 
Secretary Walker read a communication 
from Governor Pardee in response to the 
request of the Exchange requesting him to 
approve Assembly BUls Nos. 152 and 920, 
and also the county division bill. 
The 
Governor responded that he noted the re- 
quest of the Exchange and also had under 
consideration the Exchange's objections 
to the bill fixing the minimum rate of 
wages paid to laborers on public works.

Attract- 
ed by the knowledge that two of the 
greatest legal lights in the county were 
to lock horns in the conclusion of a 
trial m which the life of a human be- 
ing hangs m the balance, an unusually 
large crowd 
filled 
the court-room.

KINIRY LOOKS ILL. 


The prisoner was the picture of ab- 


ject despair 
He appeared to be ill 


and his cheek bore a hectic flush 


CUSTOMARY KISS. 


Kmiry kissed his mother in a mat- 


ter-of-fact 
way 
and then took his 


seat facing the Jury 


PRICK'S GREAT EFFORT. 


"With his wonderful 
command of 


language ar<! force of argument. At- 
torney Frick made a splendid appeal 
for the life of his client 
Hu perora- 


tion was a masterly climax, in which 
he succinctly pointed out the deduc- 
tions to be arrived at. He laid par- 
ticular stress on the fact that Kiniry 
Is a. young man and that he should be 
given the benefits of the doubts that 
had arisen in the case. 


ALLEN CLOSES ARGUMENT. 
Ex-Judge Frick concluded his ad- 


dress at 11 o'clock and District Attor- 
ney Allen immediately began his argu- 
ment. 


District 
Attorney 
Allen 
literally 


brought the spectators to their feet by 
his stirring appeal that the defendant 
be given his Just deserts. 


In opening his concluding argument, 


in the Kiniry murder case today, At- 
torney Fnck reiterated, for the pur- 
pose 
of 
impressinm 
strongly 
on 


the 
minds 
of 
the 
Jurymen, his 


contention that it would have been 
impossible for Kiniry, owing to the I 
position in which he was standing, to 
have shot Officer Smith on tie side on 
which he was wounded. 


"I have another theory to advance," 


said Judge Fnck. 
"Goldstein 
fell 


u ounded nearly a block from the scene 
•where the officer met his Injury. The 
testimony 
of 
the 
autopsy surgeon 


shows that one of the main arteries 
In Goldstein's body 
was 
completely 


severed, which proves almost conclus- 
ively that he was killed by one of the 
last shots fired by Smith. 
The facts 


presented by the prosecution in re- 
gard to the shooting of Goldstein and 
the finding of the pistol are strangely 
inconsistent. 


REASON FOR FALSE NAME. 


"An attempt has been made to make 


capital of the fact that Kiniry gave a 
false name when placed under arrest 
Jn Los Angeles. 
But this does not 


prove in any manner the guilt of tbe 
defendant, who of cpurse did not wish 
to face a murder charge. 


POWDER MARKS. 


"It was not determined conclusively 


whether or not powder marks were 
found on the hand of Goldstein. But 
gentlemen of the jury, powder marks 
might have been found had the skin 
teen removed and microscopically ex- 
amined. But the prosecution made no 
rigid examination along those lines, and 
the defendant was denied proof which 
might have proved that Goldstein did 
fire the shots that killed Policeman 
Smith 
Bad as the defendant is, give 


him the benefit of the doubt. 


APPEAL TO THE JURY. 


"Tou are twelve men of hearts and 


minds and 
consciences, who have 


sworn to do your duty 
No man, wo- 


man or child expects you to bring in 
anything but a just verdict. If the 
time has come when the public must 
be satisfied in regard to the bringing 
In of verdicts, then the United States 
Is tottering on its throne. Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Harris 
was 
carried 


away i>y his zeal and did not mean 
what he said when he declared that 
the public demands a verdict providing 
for the consummation of the capital 
offense. 


LIFE OR DEATH. 


'It remains at your discretion to de- 


cide whether this man is to live or die 
Tou are in a position of grave respons- 
ibility. 


"There was a time when fhe theory 


of justice was revenge. But all this 
has changed and the 
protection of 


society is now sought for. The teach- 
ings of Christ are those of mercy and 
kindness, even to those who have sin- 
ned most grievously. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


"The law Is not calling for vengeance 
i this case—there is no vengeans in 


•* law. 
The fact that you are be- 


ors in capital punishment does nol 


^an that you have to carry it out in 


this case. Capital punishment is pro- 
vided solely for extreme cases " 


With cordial 
words Judge 
Frick 


thanked District Attorney Allen tor bis 


courtesy and felicitated the Jtrry for 
their patience. 


CANNOT RESTORE THE DEAD. 
"I have the greatest respect for the 


relatives of the dead policeman, but 
no act of yours can restore the dead 
officer to life. This man, the defend- 
ant, is but 22 years of age, and he has 
yet a chance to reform and repent his 
known bad acts. 


"Give to the people of this State the 


benefit of the laws they have made, but 
give to this subject the benefit of the 
rules of the law and satisfy your con- 
sciences." 


"REMEMBER THE MOTHER." 


With splendid dramatic effect, Judge 


Frick closed his appeal to the jury by 
saying. 


"Remember that this lad has a 


mother, and do not commit yourselves 
to a vote that will afterward cause you 
to regret your action to the day that 
you leave this earth." 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY OPENS. 
In beginning his argument to the 


jury, District Attorney Allen said: 


"Gentlemen of _the jury, murder 
is 


a serious charge, but the crime was 
particularly atrocious in the case of 
the killing of Offlcer Smith who was 
attacked by the defendant in the dark 
—literally stabbed in the back. There 
might have been 
some 
extenuating 


circumstances had the 
killing been 


done in a moment of passion 
But in 


this Instance the murder was commit- 
ted that a small gain might be made. 


SMITH ACTED KINDLY. 


"Did Policeman Smith act brutally 


when he accosted the two burglars on 
Jackson streef 
No, he treated them 


with the utmost kindness, and was shot 
down when he was merely exhibiting 
his star. 


"Gentlemen of the jury, I feel asham- 


ed to go over the testimony in this case 
before such an intelligent jury as you 
men, who are well versed with the daily 
walks of life, and vho know this de- 
fendant is guilty. 


DEFENDANTS YOUTH. 


"Tou have been told to consider the 


youth of the defendant. 
But would 


his age, who should came 
into this 


court room and deliberately slay some 
unoffending citizen. Does this man 
look as though he were an idiot, and 
not morally responsible? 
If you be- 


lieve him guilty it is your duty to have 
capital punishment carried out in his 
case. 
Should there be any 
feeling 


shown this man' Just as much and 
no more than he had for James H. 
Smith, when he stepped to his side and 
shot him. 


KINIRY'S MOTIVE. 


"Were Goldstein and Kiniry 
out 


that fateful night for any good pur- 
pose' No, they were equipped for the 
purpose of carrying out their calling of 
porch-climbing burglary 
They always 


had their revolvers handy, and 
were 


always ready to pour the lead of their 
guns into any person whom they might 
have encountered. 


EVIDENCE IS DIRECT. 


"The evidence in this case is not cir- 


cumstantial, but positively direct. The 
statement of Officer Smith, as given 
on his bed is just as reliable as though 
it had been given on the stand in this 
court room. When he told the story 
of the commission of the crime he was 
perfectly clear in mind 
Even if the 


evening was a trifle dark, he could eas- 
ily distinguish the figures before him 
and knew which was the one who ran 
and the one who fell. 


STORIES TALLY. 


"Officer Smith's 
story is absolutely 


corroborated by the confessions made 
by Kiniry to the police of both Oak- 
land and Los Angeles. 


YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
Late yesterday afternoon Attorney 


Frick, in continuing his argument, re- 
viewed considerable of the testimony 
that was given during the trial. 


KINIRY'S CONFESSION, 


In his endeavor to have but little 


credence placed in the testimony re- 
lating to Kinirys confession AtTorney 
Frick said- 


"Remember, gentlemen, that Kiniry's 


confession came to you through a sec- 
ond person. Now no matter how hon- 
est a man might endeavor to be, it 
would be difficult for a witness, entire- 
ly without notes, to repeat a story 
correctly 


PRISONER'S BRAGGADOCIO. 


"It has been asserted on the stand 


that it -was the delight of the prisoner 
to brag of his achievements 
Now it 


is very probable that Kiniry told of a 
great deal more than he actually did 
MERELY ACTED SUSPICIOUSLY. 
"Outside of the confession what have 


you got' Merely the suspicious acts 
of Kmiry and Goldstein. And taking 
the confession as it was, does it show 
that an attempt ~aas made to enter a 
house by the pair on the night of the 
murder for the purpose of committing 
burglary ? 


"A mere conspiracy to 
commit a 
crime does noi. hold one party for the 
crime of another. 


FLIGHT OF THE SUSPECT. 


"It is generally supposed that if a 
man flees from the scene of a crime 
that he is guilty of the act. But sup- 
posing Kiniry had gone out with Gold- 
stein on an 
innocent 
mission that 
night, and that Goldstein fired the 
fatal shot. Is there not every '•easoti 
to suppose that Kiniry would tsJi* 


flight' 
Would you yourselves not run 
under the circumstances ?" 


WHO FIRED THE SHOT. 


Taking up the question of who flred 
the fatal shot, Judge Frlci said: 
' You were told, gentlemen of the 
jury, that if you acquitted the defen- 
dant you would practically declare that 
Policeman Smith died,wlth a lie on his 
lips. The question was put to you in 
this way—which one will you believe, 
an upright officer or this thief. 
But 
it is not reasonable to weigh the testi- 
mony of both men and take it for what 
it is worth. The Supreme Court has 
held that dying statements are not the 
best evidence. Dying men cannot be 
cross-examined. 
If the offlcer were 
alive there would be no doubt about 
his statement on the witness stand, 
but ,o ascertain who shot him the evi- 
deni,e must be taken In the case. 
WAS THE DEAD BURGLAR LEFT- 


HANDED.

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THE ROBBERS HOLD 


Fliss Perry Corroborates the Tale of 


the flessengers and Gives 


Complete Details. 


Sheriff Veale has discovered an im- 


portant eye-witness to the $10,000 bank 
robbery. 


The witness is Miss Mabel *'erry, 


who saw the hold-up through fleld 
glasses from her residence a quarter." 
of a mile distant from the scene of the 
robbery. 


The home commands an unobstruct- 


ed view of the scene of the robbery 
and. therefore the young woman was 
able to see almost every move made by 
the highwaymen. Miss Perry resides 
ivith her mother at the residence of 
Assemblyman Harry Ells. 


FIELD GLASSES. 


In the Ells' household is .a pair of. 


field glasses that are frequently 
^ 


•by members of the .family in scanning- 
the open country. 
Of late the spe- 
cial point of interest had been the 
construction work on the San Pablo 
avenue electric" road. 


Miss Perry went to the upstairs 


windows in the morning intending to 
use the • glasses to see whether the 
'track gangs were working on the road. 
As she peered through the lenses her 
eyes caught a horse and buggy tied 
to a fence at the west side of the rail- 
road crossing embankment. Then she 
noticed the movement of two men. 
She saw the fence -where a board had 
been removed so that Daly and Roche 
could climb through into the" inclosure 
"where they were bound, gag-ged and 
blindfolded. 
Miss Perry watched the 


movements of the itig-hwaymen. She 
saw one of them drop down the em- 
bankment and disappear in the direc- 
tion of the willows, where Daly saw a 
horse and buggy tied. 
Her 
glasses 


-brought the second robber into view as 
he climbed into Daly's buggy and drove 
off through the railroad cut and on [ 
rapidly down Potrero avenue toward j 
San Pablo road. She saw the second I 
buggy emerge from Railroad avenue i 
and move along behind the first one, 1 
the stouter of the two robbers driving 
the second rig. 


A MYSTERY. 


Unable at the time to fathom the 


mysterious- movements. Miss Perry was 
further engaged by noticing the ac- 
tions of Daly and Roche as they were 
freed from their bonds after the rob- 
bers departed. 
These actions Miss 
Perry saw and described later iden- 
tically as the two robbed 
men told 


them. 
The young woman watched 


Roche as he dragged himself to his 
feet and went to Daly's rescue. She 
saw Roche when he stood and looked 
about fnrtively over the embankment, 
just before she noticed him untying 
Daly. 
She saw both men climb out 


into the road and hasten across Pot- 
rero avenue, losing thejn as they ap- 
parently neared the cypress hedge at 
W. H. Johnson's home on the avenue. 


Though at the time Miss Perry know- 


nothing about the identity of the vic- 
tims, she gave STich minute descrip- 
tions of Daly and Roche's appearance 
that there was no mistaking them nor 
confusing them with the two highway- 
. men. 


TELLS TALE TO MOTHER. 


After the buggies had disappeared 
and the two men were beyond her vis- 
ion. Miss Perry decided that she Aad 
been a witness to a crime To her 
mother she immediately reported what 
she had viewed. The two women were 
at a loss how to act. They waited un- 
til an employe at the cap works reached 
the house about noon and to him Miss 
Perry said she believed there had been 
some sort of a robbery at the South- 
ern Pacific crossing. The caller con- 
firmed her suspicions by telliti"- the 
girl of the hold-up. 


Superintendent Ells had gone to Mar- 
tinez on the 10:20 morning train from 
otego. 
His absence left the women in 
doubt as to further procndure. 
They 
did not want to make undue notoriety 
over Miss Perry's astonishing experience 
But last night as soon as Assemblyman 
S.lls returned home he advised immediate 
communication 
with 
the 
authorities 
Deputy Sheriff Bouquet was notified ant! 
in turn Sheriff Veale was apprised 
To- 
day the Sheriff went to the Ells place 
and from Miss Perry's lips heard the 
remarkable narrative. As she detailed 
the circumstances, her minute descrip- 
tions tallying ns closely as her report of 
the scene before her eyes. Sheriff Veale- 
was astounded. 


TELLS STORY. 


Miss Perry was reluctant to talk about 


the experience. She said her only "pur- 
pose in revealing it was to help the au- 
thorities and to verify what she knew 
from her own eyes to be the absolute 
truth of Daly and Roche's statements. 
In recounting the circumstances at the 
Ells home. Miss Perrv paid: 
"The first objects that attracted my 
attention were the horse and buggy that 
stood tied to the fence in the road across 
the railroad tracks. I thought that was 
a queer place to leave a rig. 
Then I 
noticed a tall man with a rifle moving 
about as if he were directing the other 
three men. 
The tall man seemed to be 
wearing some kind of a mask over hlg 


face. I saw the tall man and a stout man 
go into the open space and walk rapidly 
behind two other men, one of wham wore 
a light brown coat (Daly). 
Then the 
tall man apparently directed the use of 
ropes or something of that sort with the 
man I since know to be Daly. The man 
I have learned to be Roche was not In 
sight. He had. been tied and was lying 
out of view in, the grass. 
"I saw the tall masked man carrying 
a rifle or a long stick drop down the 
railroad embankment opposite the tele- 
graph pole, where Daly and Roche were 
bound. The tall robber walked along the 
railroad track. It seemed to me then as 
if something wrong: was intended on the 
tracks. 
The thought of train wreckers, 
strikers or something of that sort flashed 
through, my mind. Mr. Ells had left to 
§o on - the train, which departed- from 
toge while I was looking at the men 
in Che field. The man on the track dis- 
appeared from my view. 


THE ROBBERY. 


'' Then, the second robber, the stout 


man, 
walked out from the embankment 
and hurried over to the b,uggy (Daly's, 
that contained the coin.) 
•• He untied the 
horse, jumped in and turned around so 
quickly that the rig nearly upset. I saw 
it half tip over. As soon as he had the 
horse headed toward San Pablo road he 
drove hard. The man was Bitting for- 
ward on the seat and acted as if he 
were urging the horse as hard as he 
could. 
The second buggy appeared in 
view vory soon from out of Railroad ave- 
nue. 
The man in this buggy I recognized 
as the one who had climbed down the 
railroad e,mbankment and had disappear- 
ed up the track. 
"With what I had seen then and what 
followed I imagined it was a horse- 
stealing affair. 
"Shortly after the 'two buggies disap- 
peared, keeping my glasses on the spot, 
I saw the man Roehe wriggling about in 
a half-raised posture. Pretty quickly lie 
rose to his feet and I noticed he was 
working his hands back and forth. 
He 
seemed to be loosening- ropes. This man 
looked around and then went over to his 
companion, who was Daly, because he 
wore a light brown overcoat. The first 
man I could easily make out unfastening 
ropes or something oE that sort, 
Tho 
two men walked out of the enclosure 
quickly and then started to.1 run. I next 
saw them running down Potrero avenue, 
and there lost sight of them. 


SHE WAS PUZZLED. 


I wanted to call my mother, but I 
was so interested in the sight that I 
did not stop to get her upstairs. 
"I was puzzled 
and 
perplexed over 
what 
I 
had 
seen. 
not 
knowing 
what to ck>. I waw sure some crime had 
been committed. 
If Mr, Ells Had been 
at home he could have helped me out. 
When he did return my mother and my- 
self let him decide what should bo done. 
As soon ns the authorities werej informed 
I felt relieved. 
It was almost ghostly, 
this experience, and I must confess it 
upset me quite a bit." 
Assemblyman Ells and Mrs. Perry sup- 
plemented the young woman's story with 
confirmatory details.

Editor TRIBUNE:—"With your kind 


permission, I wish to say a few words 
in regard to the proposed ordinance 
prohibiting the use of the sidewalks by 
bicyclists. 
Surely., the 
thousands of 


men and women who use the wheel as 
a means of reaching their various 
places of employment deserve some 
consideration. Are not their lives worth 
as mucivasthe lives of pedestrians? Are 
not their lives placed in as great peril 
on the streets by the increasing num- 
ber 
of 
swiftly moving automobiles^ 


and by the reckless and fast driving 
of the occupants of various vehicles, 
as are pedestrians on the sidewalks? 
To hear some people talk one would 
infer that a bicyclist's life Is worth 
about one-tenth as much as that of the 
individual who does not or caiinot ride. 
The passage of the ordinance in ques- 
tion would relegate 
.wheels 
to the 


storeroom for at least four months in 
the year. 


Why not copy after Portland's law 


.relating to wheels? Bicyclists in that 
city are permitted to ride on the side- 
walks during the rainy season. It the 
Council is determined to enact a law 
on the subject, why not amend the or- 
dinance so as to allow wheels on one 
side o£ the street between December 
1 and March 1? The year round clause 
might be applied to the section hound- 
ed by Jefferson, Harrison, Fifth and 
Sixteenth. 
During the rainy 
season 


aged people do not as a rtile frequent 
the sidewalks to any great extent, and 
the danger of their being hurt would 
not equal the danger to the thousands 
who would be compelled to seek' the 
streets it the proposed law be passed. 


Of course there are reckless bicycle 


riders, but should the many be pun- 
ished for the shortcomings of the few? 
Certainly not. A few heavy fines for 
reckless riders would soon remedy the 
evil. 
, 


It seems that at a meeting of the 


wheelmen of the city to protest against 
the ordinance as it now reads is in 
order. If some one would circulate a 
petition of protest it would receive 
thousands of signatures. 


Hoping that the City Council will 


adopt a compromise measure, I remain

Makes a Sharp Reply to 


Charges Against 


Commission. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Secre- 


tary Taft has made 'public a letter 
which he has written to the President, 
concerning complaints made by Dr. C. 
A. L. Heed regarding 'the work- of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission. In the 
course of his letter .Secretary 
Taft 


said: 
. "I herewith transmit the answer of 
the commission to the charges con- 
tained in the report of Dr. C. A. L. 
Reed to me as to the sanitary provi- 
sions made by the ^Isthmian Canal 
Commission on the Isthmus. I think 
that a reading of the two: documents 
will show what, indeed, was.apparent 
on the face of Dr. Reed's statement— 
that his charges against the comrhis- 
sion were biased and 
controversial, 
and not written in the judicial- spirit 
that inspires confidence in their Jus- 
tice and accuracy. ' . • 


"Dr. Reed visited the Isthmus at iny 


request to act as an assessor of land 
upon a commission provided by the 
treaty between Panama and the Unit- 
ed States, but. as he .was the head'of 
the American Medical Association, it 
seemed to me an 'opportunity orr his 
return to secure information from one 
skilled in his profession as to the ex- 
isting conditions upon the 
Isthmus. 


In response to my-queries he was so 
emphatic and so 
detailed 
in 
his 
charges that I asknd him to make his 
statement in writing, which he 
did 


upon the same day by the use of 
stenographer. It is probable that had 
he taken more time he would have 
been more measured in his criticism, 
less extreme in his .statements and 
less flippant in his references to the 
action of the commission. The report 
of Dr. Reed was published without my 
knowledge or consent. 


CAUSE OF THE DELAYS. 


"The reply o£ the commission seems 
to show that a large part of-the plans 
and the action of the 
commission, 


which Dr. Reed criticizes, was fully 
concurred in and agreed to by Colonel 
Gorgas and the other medical officers 
in the employ of the commission. It 
is doubtless true that Colonel Gorgas 
and his staff believed that it would be 
wiser to give them an entirely free 
hand in the matter of ordering con- 
struction supplies arid the 
employ- 
ment of subordinates. 
It is quite 


probable that had the approval of the 
commission in the matter of ordering 
construction suppl'es been, dispensed 
•with there would h.ive been fewer de- 
lays and less complaint on this ac- 
count, but in .the expenditure of such 
large sums as ,-were. necessary -for the 
organization of the sanitary system 
and the purchase of supplies. It may 
well be doubted whether the commis- 
•sipn, :Woul.d ^have,, been, discharging: .its 
duty in' with"hoIdinB\such" supervisory 
control.
